UGGESTING a new plan of distributing street paving costs, thereby the 


assessment against abutting property would be greatly reduced and the 


cost to the city government proportionally ncreased, Mayor Bentley| pre- 
sented a communication to the city council Friday evening proposing a 
sweeping change in the paving system heretofore followed. 
Under the present plan property-owners pay the entire cost or new 


street work, except the cost of street and alley intersections. Under the 
plan presented by the mayor the cost of new paving would be made chiefly 
a cuarge against the city as a whole, the property-owner paying only a 
standard assessment which would be calculated as the average actual bene- 
fit to his property by the new paving. 
Claims No Delay 
Following this suggestion, the mayor proposed that paving work now
